Because  within 
a  few  hours  after  the  tender  ears  are  pulled  off  the  stalk  they  begin  to  lose  their  sugar  and  they  rapidly 
deteriorate  in  flavor.

There  is  no  reason  why  you  cannot  grow  plenty  for 
early  bunching  as  green  onions  and  the  big  bulbs  for  cooking  in  fall  and  winter  also.
